PIPE LINE 
GIVES UP TODAY 


Faces a Mail Fraud 
Charge in Chicago.

New York, Dec, 4.—[{Special.j— 
Frank P. Parish, wanted both in New 
York and Chicago on charges connect- 
ed with the failure of his $35,000,000 
Missouri-hansas Pipe Line, has made 
arrangements to surrender in New 
York tomorrow, 

Thomas F. Kane, assistant district 
attorney, confirmed tonight that Par- 
ish is due to present himself at 2 
o'clock under @ bond forfeiture which 
has been hanging over his head since 
last June, 

Parish was indicted here last De- 
cember, accused of the theft of $127,- 
600 in bonds of a subsidiary company, 
$63,000 in promissory notes, and “ 130 
pieces of paper valued at 1 penny 
each." He was arraigned at the time 
before Judge Collins in General Ses- 
sions and pleaded not guilty. He was 
released on $5,000 bail and the case 
set for trial. But Parish never ap- 
peared and his bond was forfeited last 
June. 

Parish Only 37 Years Old. 

In Chicago Pafish faces an indict- 
ment by the federal grand jury for 
the use of the mails to defraud, in the 
promotion ofthe sale of $35,000,000 of 
stock of the pipe line company which 
now is in the hands of a receiver. 
Perish, who is only 37 years old, was 
president of the company. He was 
indicted in March, 1932, along with 
8S. J. Maddin of Kansas City, Ralph 
G. Crandall of Chicago, and James F. 
McMannon of Chicago. _ 

These four were officials and direc- 
tors of the pipe line and also of 
Frank P. Parish & Co. They are al- 
leged to have sold stock to 20,000 per- 
sons for as high as $60 a share. At 
the time of the indictment the stock 
was valued at less than 50 cents a 
share. 

Whether Parish will be tried _-first 
in New York on the state charge or 
be turned over to the federal author- 
ities in Chicago could not be learned. 
Mr. Kane said no arrangements had 
been made beyond the appointment 
for Parish’s surrender. Parish then 
must either submit a new bond and 
have it accepted or he must go to jail. 

It’s State Charge in New York. 

If the Chicago federal authorities 
have a representative on the scene 
and attempt to press their claim for 
his custody that issue will be settled 
teumorrow. As the matter stands, Mr. 
Kane explained that Parish will give 
up on the state charge, and the case 
will -be set for trial. 

In the Chicago federal indictment 
Parish and his associates are accused 
of having maintained a market for 
the pipe line stock between January, 
1930, and June, 1930, by purchasing 
and selling the company’s own stock. 
Large sums were expended, the gov- 
ernment alleges, in maintaining thir 
market, and when stocks fell it was 
found that $36,000,000—all collected 
from stock purchases—had been wiped 
out. 

Chicagoan Makes Complaint. 

The compahy was organized in 1928 
and began by producing and selling 
gas in Kansas City. Later an expan- 
sion program Was undertaken. The 
capital stock was increased from 6,000,- 
000 shares at $5 par and 5,000,000 
shares of class B, and the company 
was represented to the public as worth 
$50 000,000, 

The New York fndictment was based 
on the complaint of William G. Ma- 
guire of Chicago. Parish himself ap- 
peared before the grand jury under a 
waiver of immunity and claimed .that 
the bonds, notes, and other documents 
were part of collateral given: by the 
pipe line company on a loan for 
$180,000 made by him to the same cor- 
poration in the name of Ralph B. 
Mayo, a director and large stockholder 
in the present concern. 

Secured by Collateral. 

Parish’s atterney Frederick J. Sulli- 
van, issued a statement after the in- 
dictment of Parish, charging that the 
indictment resulted from the refusa) 
of Parish to deliver to Maguire approxi- 
mately $175,000 of motes of the pipe dine 
company. The netes,. said the state- 
ment, were secured by collateral yalued 
at $350,000 in.theferm of bonds of the 
Kentucky Natural Gas company. 

Parish contended that if he surren- 
dered the notes the pipe line would 
lose the $350,000 collateral which, he 
said, had been pledged to him to use

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Extradition Upheld 
by 6-3 Vote.

Washington, D. C., Dee. 4.—[Spe- 
cial.]-—Thte United. States -Supreme 
court today approved the extradition 
of John [Jake the Barber] Factor 
from Chi¢age to Great Britain tostand 
trial therefor participation in-a'stock 
swindling acheme, the proceeds of 
which have beén estimated as high as 
eight million dollars. 

The court's decision is the climax 
to a legal battle of many months. The 
specific charge against Factor is that 
he received, £458,500 from the Broad 
Street Press of London, knowing the 
money to have been fraudulently ob- 
tained. The Broad Street Press was 
one among varioUs mames used by 
Factor, according to the British 
charges, as the title of a tip sheet and 
sto¢éks’ selling service through which 
gullible investors were mulcted of 
many thousands»of pounds, a large 
portion of the profite having beep 
shipped by Factor to the United 
States.. In Chicago it was announced 
by Factor and his counsel they would 
‘seek a rehearing. 

Strong Dissent Recorded. 
The Supreme court decision uphold 
ing the action of the Seventh Circuft 
‘Court @f Appeals was divided, 6 to 3. 
The split in the membership of the 
court arose, aa the opinions disclosed, 
over the question of ordering extradt 
tion for an offense not held te be a 
crime in the state in which the fuss 
tive was apprehended.. 
+ Chief Justice Hughes, Justices ‘Stone, 
Van DeVanter) McReynolds, Suther- 
land, and Cardoza formed the majority, 
whose opinion was read by Justice 
Stone. The dissenting opinion was 
that of Justices Butler, Brandeis, and 
Reberts. 

“Pactor and his counsel have fought 
extradition” on the ground that Te- 
celving money, knowing ft to have 
been fraudulently obtained, was not 
a crime in Illinois. The District,court 
for Northern lilinois ordered Factor’s 
release upoh this ground; the Seventh 
Circuit Court of Appeals reversed the 
lower court’s judgment. 

May Affect Kidnap Trial. 


While the case has been pending 
both Factor and his son received fur- 
ther notoriety as kidnaping victims. 
Factor said in.Chicago today that he 
will. assist..the. state of Illinois tn its 
kidnaping..case against Roger. Touhy 
and tliee others if he is not taken to 
England too soon. 

State’s Attorney Thomas Courtney 
of Cook county said he would ‘pash 
that case as fast as possible. He has 
hoped to go to trial In January, 

In his majority opinion in the Pac- 
tor extradition case Justice Stone went 
at length into the interpretation of the 
Webster-Ashburton treaty of 1842 be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain as supplemented by the Blaine- 
Pauncefote convention of 1889.

‘Tt has about 5,000,000 gallons of such 
_ wine. 

In the first class fall the sweet 

-and fortified wines. These include 
‘port, sherry,. muscatel, Tokay, Ma- 
‘ deira and Angelica, sometimes called 
white port. These are the strongest 

‘wines. Their alcoholic content ob- 
*tained by natural fermentation is aug- 
* mented by fortification, the addition of 

. spirits to raise their alcoholic com 

‘tent to 20 or even 265 per cent. 

* "This and other causes raise the 
, price of this class of wines some- 
‘ what above that of the dry wines, 
which, through the machinations of 
* bootleg vintners, have come to be 
, Known to the -younger generation as 

“gour”’ wines, Sherry, in particular, 
" requires the process called baking. 
In its native Spain this is accom- 
plished by setting the casks out in 

»the hot sun. In California sherry is 
“baked” by placing it for six months 

‘gn. a room where the temperature is 

kept at 140 degrees. 


Include Various Kinds. 


California wines include red wines 
of the French type, which are clarets 
and Burgundies—and here Mr. Huck- 
ins paused to remark that Burgundy, 
a noble wine, had been horribly li- 
beled by the 3.2 carbonated variety— 
sauterne, Moselle and Chablis, white 
French type wines; Riesling, a white 
wine of the Rhine type, and Zinfandel, 
Chianti and Barbera, Italian type red 
wines. 
™" Champagne, and with it sparkling 
‘Burgundy, fall into the third class— 
aparkling wines. There is little 
American champagne today. What 
there is was made before prohibition, 
and since it must be recorked every 
five or six years to prevent spoiling, 
a large part of the American pre 
prohibition stock was spoiled because 
the owners did not think the expense 
of recorking worth while. 


A Boon to Cook’s Art. 


The return of wines and liquor will 
be a boon to fine cookery, it was 
pointed out by Ernest E. Amiet, chef 
of the Palmer house and president of 
the Chefs de Cuisine association of 
Chicago. Scores of dishes which were 
impossible under prohibition will re- 
appear on menus, he said. 

“We can again serve terrapin a la 
Maryland,” said Mr. Amiet, “ which 
is first cooked in white wine and then 
served with a sherry sauce. We will 
have back our crepes Suzette, delicate 
little pancakes with a sauce of cura- 
cao. Lobster and shrimp Newberg 
ean again be served as it should be, 
flavored with sherry. 

“We will have rum and brandy for 
our sweet sauces, as well as claret and 
sauterne sauces. We can flavor our 
dark stews again with Burgundy and 
light stews with Rhine wine. We can 
stop using lemon in place of Riesling 
in fricassees, 

“Furthermore, g00d table wines 

' will goon reform American eating 
habits. We won't be cooking so many 
baby foods, and will have a race of 
Jnearty eaters for our customers 
@zgain.” 
" §$ome predictions as to the future 
of the beer business, now that the 
B2 per cent restriction has been re- 
4anoved by repeal, were made by Dr. 
‘Frederick P. Siebel, head of the Siebe! 
Institute of Technology and consult- 
ing engineer for many breweries. 

There is a plentiful supply tm Chi- 
“eago breweries and elsewhere of well 
peed beer which averages around 3.75 
* per cent alcohol by weight, Dr. Siebel 
aid, American brewers are just going 
“into the brewing of ale, stout, and 
porter, which have an alcoholic con- 
tent from 6.to 10 per cent, but there 
probably will be a supply of good do- 
mestic pale ale shortly, hé said.

18,000 Federal Licenses. 

There are 18,000 federal beer and 
light wine licenses in effect in the. 30 
counties of the northern district of 
Illinois, Carter H. Harrison, ‘collector 


of internal revenue for the district, 
announced yesterday, ahd most of the 
owners are paying an extra $5 for a 
permit to sell liquor. This is an th- 
formal arrangement, pénding action 
on federal liquor licenses, The pre-pro- 
hibition federal license ‘was $25, while 
the beer and light wines licénse eost 
$20. In the same district there are 45 
licensed liquor wholesalers and 64 
more applicants for wholesale Hoenses, 
and eight distilleries, two im Pekin 
and six in Peoria. 


The return of liquor will find many 
cities about Chicago without local of 
dinances governing its sale. In Joliet 
Mayor William A. Hennessy has or 
dered that sales be confined to holé- 
ers of beer licenses. Elgin Bas no or- 
dinance, and the ohly step taken by 
Sheriff Harry Crawford of Kane coun- 
ty in connection with repeal was to 
warn his highway deputies to be on 
the lookout for drunken drivers. 


Aurora also lacks a licensing ordi- 
nance, but the city council is dis- 
cussing one which would permit the 
sale of Mquor at bars, but.would bar 
any dancing in establishments where 
it is sold. 


BIG REWARD FOR 
INFORMERS ON 
RUM SMUGGLERS 


Liquor smuggling, with the end of 
prohibition, comes under the same 
category as all other smuggling, .ac- 
cording to instructions issued iast 
night by the United States customs 
department, and citizens alding in 
the apprehension of such law violators 
will stand to make a larger profit than 
the smugglers themselves. 

If whisky or other liquor is im- 
ported into the United States with- 
out the payment of customs fees, the 
cargo, when ft is seized, is sold at 
auction, The smuggler may be as 
sessed a penalty equal to or even 
greater than the amount of the cargo. 
Of this penalty the informer is paid 
25 per cent. The government main- 
tains secrecy as to the identity of the 
informant. In addition, the smuggler 
is Mable to a criminal. penalty of 56 
years’ imprisonment, a $5,000 fine, or 
both. 


Betwyn Conuneil Adopts 
$300 Liquor License Law 


The Berwyn city council last night 
adopted a Uguor Heénse ordinance to 
be in effect on Dec. 14... It provides a 
$300 annual fee for taverns, $75 for 
drug stores, and $76 for clubs selling 
liquor. All taverns must be closed 
during church hours on Sundays, and 
the regular closing hour at nights will 
be 1 a. m., except on Saturdays and 
Sundays, when the hour is 2 a. m. 
Local option elections to bar the sale 
of liquor may be held by precincts.

traffic. 


President Tackles Problem. 


President Roosevelt took up the 
problems of liquor control and taxa- 
tion immediately upon his return from 
his winter holiday at Warm Springs, 
Ga. The acting secretary of state, 
William Phillips, put the finishing 
touches upon a proclamation which 
he will sign with fitting ceremony 
when the 36th state telegraphs its ap- 
proval of repeal. 

Three states — Pennsylvania, Ohio, 


and Utah—are to hold formal conven- | 
% tions to put the final touch of ratifica- 


tion upon the 2lst amendment to the 
United States constitution,.- which re- 
peals the unlamented 18th. 

In the commonwealth of the Mor- 
mon fathers there was an insistence 
that Utah must enjoy the honor of be- 
ing the 36th and deciding state in the 
repeal achievement, and for a time it 
was feared that a contest for this 
honor might result in a, delay. 

But convention officials in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania manifested no disposi- 
tion to put off the happy hour, and s0 
Utah is expected to win the distinction 
it covets. 

Hour Is Indefinite. 


It was anybody's guess tonight as 
to the exact hour of repeal. The gavel 
of the chairman of the Utah conven- 
tion banging down upon the approval 
of the resolution ratifying the repeal- 
er will effectively be the bung starter 
to open the free sale of spirits in wet 
a@tates, 

The Utah convention is scheduled to 
cemmence at 1 o'clock [Chicago time] 
im Salt Lake City, and the more opti- 
@istic reports from that city hold a 
hope for repeal by 2 o'clock. 

But some other reports visualize va- 
rious delays and in Washington there 
were forecasts that the actual] repeal 
may not take place until 4 o'clock. 

Acting Secretary of State Phillips 
has notified the governors of the three 
g@tates to telegraph him immediately 
after the repeal ratifications have been 
made, and when the 36th is received, 
he will sign the formal proclamation 
announcing the end of prohibition. 


Proclamation a Formality. 


In some states deliveries of whis- 
kies and wines, gins and cordials will 
mot be authorized until word is re 
ceived from Washington, although At- 
torney General Cummings has given 
an opinion that the 18th amendment 
is effectively killed at the very instant 
the 36th state takes action in ratifica- 
tion, and that the proglamation of the 
Secretary of state is no more than an 
Mnnectssary formality. 

But Mr. Phillips is going ahead 
Qnyway, and will invite various 
friends and interested officials, includ- 
ing workers for repeal, to witness the 
little ceremony in the state depart- 
ment diplomatic reception room, 

He will sign the preciamation with 
@ number of pens, preserving one for 
the President, one for his absent chief, 
Secretary Hull, and present others 
as he elects. 

In the falderal of this aetivity a 
delay of some precious minutes is an- 
ticipated, but they will be precious 
only in such states as have taken 
control over the dispensing of liquors 
within their boundaries, and are de- 
pending upon notice from Washing- 
ton to release the stores of distillers. 

-Tewspaper men and photographers 
and movietone men will be invited to 
record Mr. Phillips’ action. 


Choate Busy with Control. 


The federal boss over the liquor 
traffic, Joseph H. Choate, was the 
busiest man in Washington today. As 
chairman of the newly created fed- 
eral alcohol control administration— 
FACA in the hieroglyphics of the fed- 
eral bureaucracy—Mr. Choate is pre- 
paring to wield control over the pro- 
duction, sale and importation of all 
alcoholic liquors. 

After a meeting with the President 
this morning Mr. Choate said the

DRAWS UP TENTATIVE 
LIQUOR SALE RULES 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 4.—[(Spe 
cial.]——-Retalling of hard liquor by the 
drink will not be permitted in Indiana, 
according to tentative regulations pre 
pared by the special citizens’ commi®# 
sion appointed by Gov. Paul V. Me 
Nutt. The commission met today with 
Gov. McNutt and Philip Lutz Jr., state 
attorney géneral. 


. Points tentatively agreed on include 
Permission to sell hard Nquer in bot 
tles only; broadening the retail sales 
base to include bona fide #rocerieé, 
hotels, and clubs, in addition to drug 
stores; permission to sel] in bottles of 
less than and also more than a pint 
content; limitations on the quantity 
individuals may buy in order toe fore 
stall bootleg sources: recording the 
names of buyers; limiting hoers of 
sales, probably between 7 a m. and 
1l p. m.; provision for obtaining pre 
scription NMquor between hours for 
emergency purposes only; strict pen- 
alties for violations, especially sales to 
minors and drunkards, 


The committee is drafting regula 
tions governing sale of wine, thé alco 
holie content of which will have no 
limit in. Indiana after tomorrow. 

The committee will recommend that 
licenses be issued to distilleries to en 
courage legitimate industry, and to 
invite concerns from other states.

Springfield, Ill., Dec, 4.—[Special.]— 
Predictions from various sources were 
heard tonight that when the Illinois 
assembly reconvenes tomorrow there 
will be many vacant chairs. Many 
contend that there is almost no chance 
for enactment of a liquor control law 
that will take effect before July 1, 1934. 

Passage of a bill including an emer- 
gency clause requires a two-thirds fa- 
vorable vote in each house. During 
the two weeks the special session has 
Been in éxistence there have been 
many who doubted the possibility that 
this goal could be reached. 


Absentees Increase Difficulty. 


Now, according to scattered reports 
from many parts of the state, there 
is to be a slump in attendance which 
is bound to increase the difficulty of 
getting the two-thirds majorities. 

Apparently there weren’t more than 
a score of legislators in the capital 
this. evening and several of them 
brought word that some of their col- 
jeagues or neighbors would not be on 
hand in the morning; 

The falling off in attendance, it was 
g@aid, will be due to a widespread belief 
that the assembly is no nearer a svlu- 
tion of its problem now than it was 
at the beginning. Much doubt is ex- 
pressed that a majority could be lined 
up in either house for any of the 
pending bills. If action is had by sim- 
ple majorities the enactment would 
not take effect until next July. 

Advance Compromise Bill. 

The only action taken today con- 
sisted of a meeting—without a quorum 
present—of the house of representa- 
tives for the advancement of one more 
“compromise” plan, this one worked 
out by @ special committee of fifteen 
created last week. It is not, as has 
been said frequently, a new bill but a 
revision of the plan sponsored by At- 
torney Ralph M. Shaw of Chicago. 

It retains, in modified form, the 
state commission idea to which Mayor 
Kelly of Chicago, the Cook county 
Democratic organization and others 
have objected. Therefore it is not 
believed any nearer a two-thirds vote 
than its predecessors. In fact there 
is a similar revision of the Shaw plan 
now before the senate. 

That there has been no material 
week-end change in the situation was 
believed established by a declaration 
from Gov. Horner that he still favors 
the origina] Shaw idea including pro- 
‘vision not only for a state commission 
but also a state license.

The government, nevertheless, is 
watching the situation closely, and if 
action is necessary to keep the flow 
in legal channels, it is apparent the 
ministry will be quite ready to act. 


GERMANY HOPES FOR 
A BIG SHARE OF U. S. 
BOOZE, ‘WINE TRADE 


BERLIN, Dec. 4.—(#)—As America 
neared the dusk of prohibition, Ger- 
man vintners and distillers gazed 
longingly today toward the west, an- 
ticipating a share of the legalized 


trade. 

Aided by various governmental] de- 
crees, which provide for export sub- 
sidies, German exporters to the United 
States believe they have an edge on 
exporters of other European countries. 

Whether this advantage will be nul- 
lified by the devaluation of the dollar 
remains to be seen. Some business 
men here feel that the low level of 
exchange will militate against any 
large exports to the United States, 

Wine may be had in Germany at 
prices ranging from 20 cents-a bottle 
up, depending on the year and vintage. 


PANAMA CANAL 
ZONE TO REMAIN 
DRY FOR A WHILE

Zone with its 20,000 Americans, since 
the canal’s laws are presidential ex- 
ecutive orders. 

Julian Schley is asking modi- 
fication of the present stringent pro- 
hibition regulations. The 3.2 per cent 
beer and wine is for sale in the Canal 
Zone now, but that of higher content 
is not yet legalized. During the days 
when the canal was being constructed 
saloons dotted the villages along the 
route, but they were ousted when the 
canal was opened. 

The United States attorney general 
has expressed an opinion that repeal 
is applicable to the Canal Zone, and it 
is believed congress will confirm this 


‘in January. 


| YANKS WARNED 


OF DRINK EVIL 
BY LADY ASTOR

Lady Astor sent @ message regret- 
ting her inability to attend. 

“tT join the American Legion in 
welcoming the American ambassador 
and in everything they are doing to- 
night except the drink which they 
are probably consuming,” the mes- 
sage ran. “I hope they will fight 
for peace as hard as they fought for 
victory. I am really sorry not to be 
among them tonight. Drunk or sober, 
I like a war veteran, but I like him 
best sober.” 

Despite Lady Astor's assertions, the 
Legionnaires were not backward in 
joining their compatriots in the United 
States in celebrating the decease of 
the dry era. American Consul Gen- 
eral Robert Frazer and a number of 
British members of parliament at- 
tended the dinner. A speech of wel- 
come was delivered by Gilbert H. 
Carr, commander of the Legion here.

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State Demands Death for 


Scottsboro Negro. 


Decatur, Ala., Dec. 4—(/)—A ‘Mor- ® 


gan county jury tonight, at its own 
request, deferred deliberations wntil 
tomorrow morning in the case of Clar- 
ence Norris, second of seven Negro 
defendants in the “Scottsboro case” 
to face retrial here on charges grow- 
ing out of an alleged rape of Mrs, 
Victoria Price on March 26, 1931. 

Judge W. W. Callahan completed 
his hour and twenty minutes charge 
at 6:57 p. m., but before the jury 
could retire Samuel 8. Leibowitz, chief 
of counsel for Norris, asked that 
twelve exceptions be noted and the 
special charges be made. 

Prosecutor Wade Wright demanded 
the death penalty, while Attorney Lel- 
bowitsz, for the defense, made an im- 
passioned plea for acquittal. Convic- 
tion calls for death in the electric 
chair. 


All Granted New Trials. 


Norris was tried on the same charge 
of which he was convicted and sen- 
tenced to death in Scottsboro in April, 
1931, along with his six co-defendants, 
All were granted new trials by the 
United States Supreme court. He 
was the second to be given a retrial 
here. Heywood Patterson, who pre- 
ceded him, was tried last week and 
again was convicted and sentenced 
to death. 

The judge charged the jury that 
the defendant's plea of not guiity 
placed the burden of proof on the 
state, and “puts the duty on the 
state to prove the charge on the evi- 
dence beyond all reasonable doubt 
in your mind.” 

The defense relied mainly on the 
testimony of Ruby Bates, whose depo- 
sition denying the attacks wad read to 
the jury. and that of Dr. R. R. Bridges 
of Scottsboro, who examined both 
girls on the day of the alleged crime. 

The two principal witnesses called 
by the state were Mrs. Price and 
Orvel Gilley of Albertville, Ala., who 
styled himself an “ entertainer,”’ who 
reads poetry. Both identified Norris as 
one of the alleged attackers. 


Sends Jury from Room. 


Examination of Gilley was inter- 
rupted in the forenoon as Judge Calla- 
han sent the jury from the room to 
address Leibowitz on his action in 
throwing pencils to the table and ex- 
ceptions to questions and rulings. 

“How many times have you re- 
hearsed this story you have told here 
today with Victoria Price?” Leibowitz 
shot at Gilley to open his cross-exami- 
nation. The answer was not allowed 
by Judge Callahan. 

The attorney took another tack 
and began questioning Gilley about 
when he had visited Attorney Gen- 
eral Thomas BE. Knight Jr., directing 
the prosecution, at Montgomery. Gil- 
ley was not giving direct “ Yes” and 
“No” answers. 


Calls Attorney Disrespectful. 
“Are you trying to. get smart with 
me?” Leibowitz asked, ag Gilley re- 
plied, “I saw Mr. Knight,” to a ques- 
tion. Leibowitz threw his pencil on 
the table and Judge Callahan stopped 
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am trying to give the state and the 
defendant a fair trial in this case, 
and I am going to do it, if I can. 
I will do it if I get proper assistance 
from every one connected with this 
trial. 


Slams Pencil on Table. 


“I have tried to be respectful, de- 
spite the. fact.that at times counsel 
for the, defense has tried to nag. me 
into saying something disrespectful.

FARLEY AND WIFE 
HAVE 15 MINUTE 
TALK WITH POPE

ROME, Dec. 4.—American Postmas- 
ter General Farley and his wife arrived 
here today from Naples. They plan 
to proceed to Paris Thursday noon. 
Farley reiterated that he is here only 
on a holiday and has no political mis- 
sion. To emphasize the private nature 
of his visit, he is staying at a hotel 
instead of at the embassy, although 
he was urged by Ambassador Brecken- 
ridge Long to be his guest. 

Mr. and Mrs. Farley had a 15 min- 
ute audience with Pope Pius this eve- 
ning. The pope presented them with 
a medal each and three more for their 
children. 

Tomorrow evening Mr. Farley will 
be received by Premier Mussolini. 
This visit, it was emphasized, will be 
purely a courtesy call. The audience 
with the pope was only the usual 
courtesy extended to distinguished 
foreign Catholics, it was said. 

Mr. and Mrs, Farley plan to spend 
a few days in Paris and London and 
may go to Ireland if there is time 
before they sail for home on Dec. 16.

“The 
obligation to do what some nations 
have done voluntarily, in the interest 
of justice and friendly international! 
relationships, should be construed 
more liberally than a criminal] statute 
or the technical requirements of crim- 
inal procedure. 

“All of the offenses named in the 
two treaties are not only denominated 
crimes by the treaties themselves but 
they are recognized as such by the 
jurisprudence of both countries. 


Crime in Many States. 


“Even that with which the petition- 
er is charged is a crime under the law 
of many states, if not in Illinois, pun- 
ishable either as the crime of receiv- 
ing money obtdined fraudulently or 
by false pretenses, or as larceny. 

“It has been the policy of our own 
government, as of others, in entering 
into extradition treaties, to name as 
treaty offenses only those generally 
recognized as criminal by the laws in 
force within its own territory. 

“ But that policy. when carried into 
effect by treaty designation of offenses 
with respect to which extradition is 
to be granted, affords no adequate 
basis for declining to construe the 
treaty in accordance with its language, 
or for saying that its obligation, in 
the absence of some express require- 
ment, is conditioned on the criminal- 
ity of the offense charged according 
to the laws of the particular place of 
asylum.

Princess Anne, Md., Dec. 4.—()— 
The strange death of a 20 year old 
girl today stirred Princess Anne, the 
scene of October's lynching and more

The body of the girl, Edna Morris, 
wes found by two Negroes near their 
shack more than a mile from her 
home. She was lying in @ patch of 
woodland, face down, fully clothed. 
She had been missing since last Fii- 
day, but her parents said they had 
made no search for her because they 
believed she had eloped. 

The Negroes were brought to Prin- 
cess Anne, but neither was held. Later. 
one of them was reported missing and 
reports from the section where the 
girl lived, five miles from’ Princess 
Anne, said a search was being tnade 
for him by citizens. 


Autopsy is Performed. 


Meanwhile. an autopsy was per- 
formed by Dr. Harry Langford, and 
on its completion he said there was 
no evidence she had been attacked in 
any way. 

Blood was found on her mouth and 
her nostrils, but he said this might 
have occurred from natural causes, had 
she fallen on her face. Parts of the 
girl's stomach were sent to Baltimore 
for chemical] examination. 

Sheriff Luther A. Daugherty, who 
conducted the investigation, said nv 
coroner's inquest would be held until 
the report from the Baltimore chemist 
was received. 

Despite the statement by Dr. Lang- 
ford, Sheriff Daugherty expressed the 
belief the girl had been murdered. 
“There are some things about this 
case that don’t look good to me,” he 
said.

DRAFT UNIFORM 
WAGE DEMANDS 


Nearly 100 representatives of local 
unions of the Amalgamated Mcat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen of 
North America, assembled from 67 
cities throughout the country, met 
yesterday at the Bismarck hotel and 
voted to present a uniform demand 
for higher wages and better working 
conditions to the packing concerns | 
which employ about 150,000 of the. 
union’s members. 

Refusal of the union’s demands 
may result in a nation-wide strike of 
all employés in the packing industry 
except those in the retail division. At 
least 160,000 workers would be direct- 
ly affected by a walkout and probably 
three times that number would be 
indirectly concerned. 

The meeting was called here by 
Dennis Lane of Chicago, secretary of 
the international union, to formulate 
an agreement between packers and 
their employés that would settle the 
general unrest in that industry. After 
an all day session behind closed doors 
a set of demands was agreed upon 
which will be presented to the pack- 
ers as soon as possible, Lane said. 

The union is asking that wages be 
increased about 20 per cent over the 
1929 scale. It specifically asks that 
the wage rates in effect July 15, 1929, 
for a 48 hour week be applied now for 
a 40 hour week, with a minimum 
wage of 50 cents an hour. The work 
ers also demand .a 40 hour week with 
a guarantee of 32 hours a week and 
double time for Sunday and holiday

Thomas already has de- 
clared that a republican Ireland can- 
not remain in the British empire, He! 
cited three recent Free State constitu- 
tional amendments which, he declared, 
contravene the Anglo-French treaty 
in which 26 counties of southern Tre- 
land were incorporated into a 4do- 
minion. 


End Irish Recognition. 


These amendments virtually ter- 
minate Dublin's recognition of the; 
imperial crown, for they abolish the 
appeal to the privy council and de- 
stroy the governor general's powers 
to veto bills or initiate financia! leg- 
islation. 

What Thomas is more likely to do, 
it is prophesied, is to go no farther | 
than the British government feels he 
has to, although the reply is a closely 
guarded secret and might contain 
anything.

4.—The police of the 
Dollfuss dittatorship tonight collared 
‘(Alfred Frauenfeld, chief of the Nazi 
tmovement in Austria. Frauenfeld 
‘faces a charge of treason and a term 

3m prison or a concentration camp. 
The young and handsome bank 
‘clerk who became-a leader of the 


‘Vienna Brown Shirts because of his 


silver tongue, and chief in Austria be- 
cause his immediate superiors fled to 
‘Germany, has been doing his best to 
keep out of jail. He went so far as 
to promise the government when the 
National Socialist party in Austria 
was dissolved that he would desist 
from all political activity. 
Chooses to Become Martyr. 


But a few days ago detectives seized 
a Nazi with a bundle of reading mat- 
ter under his arm. The reading mat- 
ter, the police say, was incendiary 
Nazi propaganda with a note at- 
tached saying that it was being dis- 
tributed on order of Fuhrer [Leader] 
Frauenfeld. 

That was Saturday. Today detec- 
‘ives took Frauenfeld in tow after an 
mppropriate delay in which he appar- 
jently was supposed to flee to Germany 
Bike his predecessors. Frauenfeld, 
tjhowever, choose the way of martyr- 
dom in the eyes of his followers. 

' Police say they have known for 
‘some time that Frauenfeld has been 
actively directing Nazi propaganda in 
-violation of his pledge. The police un- 
doubtedly hoped he would flee, as it 
thas been the policy of the Dolifus 
government, while protecting itself, to 
yminimize the quarrel with Germany. 


Nazis Threaten Reign of Terror. 

The Austrian Nazis have threatened 
that if Chancellor Dollfus dared ar- 
rest Frauenfeld they would start a 
jretgn of terror. How far the mar- 
‘tial law. which is now in effect will 
deter them remains to be seen. 

Frauenfeld ‘rose from a $20 a week 
job_in a bank to second in command 
of the Hitlerités In Austria. His ora- 
torical gifts in Genouncing the Jews 
and the “system,” and the other 
‘things Nazis denounce won him fame 
in Vienna. 

Nazis claim the evidence against 
Frauehfeld is a “plant.” Adherents 
of Chancellor Dollfuss answer that in 
Hitler’s Germany not even “plants ” 
ware required to send a man to a con- 
centration camp. 

The Nazis in Austria are in very 
low spirits in view of Hitler’s appar- 
pons determination to leave this coun- 
‘try alone for the time being and the 
declaration of martial law. Reports 
are reaching Vienna that the Nazi 
strength in the provinces is diminish- 
ing rapidly. In circles close to Doll- 
fuss, it is felt that -dlections now 
would return less than a 25 per cent 
"Nazi vote, but they are afraid if the 
Nazi movement here were brought to 
an end by consulting the electorate, 
Hitler would again deluge Austria 
\with money and propaganda, and pos- 
gibly win.

Haddon later declared he was writ-| 
ing to the heads of all governments, 
including.

Unemployed persons who have regis- 
‘ered their names with the Illinois 
civil works administration began to 
feel the benefits of the CWA reém- 
“ployment drive yesterday as the allot- 
“ment of about 4,000 jobs on projects 
“approved since Dec. 1 was started. It 
3s hoped to distribute between 15,000 
and 20,000 such jobs this week. 

Among those given employment as 
a result of yesterday's allotment were 
many not on relief rolls. It was the 
first time that the benefits of the 
-program have been applied to the 
jobless who were not forced or did 
not choose to seek public charity. The 
“exact percentage of relief recipients 
‘who received jobs in yesterday’s al- 
Jotment as compared to those not on 
‘relief rolls could not be learned, as 
‘the registration cards were filled with- 
out any refgrence to the relief status 
of the applicant. 

Names Picked at Random. 

The names selected yesterday were 
@rawn at random from more than 
250,000 registration cards in the files 
sof the CWA. ‘The majority of the 
jobs portioned out were those calling 
Mor unskilled labor, and the names 
of the fortunate persons who received 
jobs in yesterday's action were drawn 
from the class of applicants who sig- 
mified their willingness and ability to 
‘perform this sort of labor. 

It was announced by R. J. Dun- 
ham, state administrator, that $2,214,- 
%28 had been issued in pay checks to 
84,705 men and women employed in 
CWA work in Illinois up to Nov. 30. 
“Of this pay roll, $1,158,732 went to ap- 
proximately 40,000 employés in Cook 
county and $1,055,952 to 44.705 down- 
state employés. A total of 52,964 per- 
‘sons in Cook county had been as- 
_signed to CWA pay rolls up to Dec. 3, 
he declared. 

Final arrangements for the system 
‘of selecting persons for the approxi- 
mately 90,000 jobs to be distributed 
im the state, without reference to the 
“relief status of the unemployed, will 
be completed today. Miss Annetta 
Dieckmann, secretary of the indus- 
trial department of the Y. W. C. A.., 
“Was appointed yesterday as the third 
‘member of the committee in charge 
of these arrangements. Prof. Harry 
A. Millis and Prof. F. S. Deibler are 
‘the other members of the committee. 

Warning to Municipalities. 

The CWA officials yesterday took 
occasion to issue a warning to many 
Cook county municipalities that they 
are retarding reémployment by not 
suggesting enough projects upon 
which men can be employed. Evans- 
ton, for example, it was pointed out, 
has suggested projects for putting 
only 150 men to work, although many 
hundreds of jobs can be supplied to 
the suburb if it presents suitable proj- 
ects. 

L. P. Bonfoey, chairman of the Illi- 
mois aeronautics commission, has 
been in Washington conferring upon 
projects in connection with the im- 
provement of 2,000 airports through- 
out the nation, it was learned. It is 
expected that airport improvements in 
this area will involve the employment 
of thousands of men soon. 

Plans to take care of the great 
‘army of transient unemployed were 
made yesterday at a meeting of the 
bureau of transients of the emergency 
relief commission, presided over by 
Daniel Sands, chairman. Transients 
are described as men with no legal 
residence in Chicago or Illinois, who 
form part of the 1,500,000 to 3,000,000 
men who drift back and forth across 
the nation. 


Reorganization Is Announced. 

County Administrator Wilfred S. 
Reynolds announced that the local 
CWA and relief commission has been 
reorganized into the following units: 

1. Cook county bureau of public 
welfare, administering relief to fam- 
flies in need generally because of dif- 
ficulties other than unemployment;

2. Unemployment relief service, ex- 
tending relief to families in need be- 
cause of unemployment and not as- 
gigned to CWA employment; Mrs. Bd- 
ward J. Lewis, direetor. 

3. The shelter service for men; Al- 
len J. Carpenter, director.

5. Service for transient families and 
individuals; Louis Hosch, director.

Hewitt Urges Fixed Bridge. 


Several years ago an application 
of the city for a permit to construct 
a bascule bridge was granted by the 
war department. Last September, 
however, Commissioner of Public 
Works Oscar Hewitt recommended the 
construction of a fixed bridge, with 
a clearance of 22 feet, on the ground 
that it would save the city $1,000,000. 

Mayor Kelly indorsed the plan, and 
public hearings on an application for 
a fixed bridge permit were conducted 
by the United States engineers. The 
matter now rests with the secretary 
of war, but a decision is expected 
soon. 

The board of local improvements 
has proposed a plan calling for a 
bascule bridge, with the argument 
that further delays on the fixed bridge 
project might make it impossible to 
get a loan from the federal easy 
money funds. Members of the board 
also say the fixed bridge plan would 
result in litigation because of the op- 
position of the shipping interests. 
They advocate that a 30 per cent 
grant and a 70 per cent loan be 
sought from the government for con- 
struction of the bridge, the loan to be 
amortized over twenty years, at &

In addition it is estimated 
that there would be a $20,000 a year 
added cost in the maintenance and 
operation of a movable bridge—includ- 
ing. salaries to six bridge tenders 
working in shifts. ‘ 

The war department has enunciat- 
ed no policy favoring fixed bridges, 
but individual engineers have often 
expressed the opinion that such bridges 
should be the ultimate standard for 
the Chicago river and its branches, in 
view of the proposed Calumet Sag de- 
velopment, which would divert ships 
from the Chicago river. 


For 21 Foot Clearance. 


A standard water clearance of 21 
feet for fixed bridges in the main 
channel and the branches of the Chi- 
cago river was recommended in a re- 
port prepared by the department of 
public works, under former Commis- 
sioner A. A. Sprague, and submitted 
to the city council. ‘This clearance 
was held to be sufficient for modern 
barges. 

“During the last thirty years the 
cost to the city of Chicago alone of 
providing suitable bridges and main- 
taining them has been more than 
$93,000,000," said the report of the de- 
partment of public works. “It is 
estimated that 1. the next fifteen 
years the replacement and construc- 
tion of new bridges will cost not less 
than $34,400,000, if the policy of mov- 
able bridge construction is continued. 
A saving of $20,000,000 in construc- 
tion costs alone would result from 
the establishment of the bridge policy 
recommended in this report.”

Washington, D..C., Dec. 4,--[Spe- 
cial.]J—Two huge federal easy money 
allotments to Chicago, one for a fed- 
eral housing project and the other for 
construction on the sanitary district's 
sewage disposal plant, are under active 
éonsideration at the public works ad- 
ministration, and will be made soon, 
it was learned today. 

Together the two allotments may 
aggregate as much as 50 million dol- 
lars, paving the way for widespread 
reémployment and orders for steel, 
concrete and other construction .ma- 
terials. 

The Chicago housing plan, a com- 
paratively new project, was laid be- 
fore Robert D. Kohn, chief of the 
housing division of the public works 
administration at a three hour confer- 
ence this morning by Alfred K, Stern, 
chairman of the Iinols state housing 
committee, and a group of private cit- 
izens from Chicago, 

Suggestion from Washington. 

Although today’s discussions of the 
project were preliminary and not spec- 
ific, Mr. Stern revealed at the end of 
the conference that Mr. Kohn himself 
had suggested that Chicago submit a 
housing project. This fact was taken 
as indicating that at least a part of 
the 25 million dollars which the dele- 
gation is understood to be seeking will 
be granted. 

The present plan for housing, Mr. 
Stern explained, is to have the fed- 
eral government build the whole out- 
lay through the new federal housing 
corporation which has 100 million dol- 
lars to spend. Later the state hous- 
ing commission or some local housing 
authority, which, it is understood, Gov. 
Horner will recommend be created

THE END OF VOLSTEAD. 


Houses are not in the best of order in the states 
for the repeal of the eighteenth amendment today 
but probably nothing much will be lost in the con- 
fusion. The straightening out will come later 
where no decisions have yet been reached for regu- 
lation and control. 
ing both have contributed to delay in putting new 


liquor -codes in effect. Temperate people have been 
trying to find the middle course, the middle ground 
vyhere repression will not defeat its avowed pur- 
poses and where laxity will not revive what was 
bad before prohibition. 

Politics. and liquor naturally mix because priv- 
ileges will make money and politics can grant 
them. Many good dramshop laws have been 
made ineffective by a traffic which would not 
learn reasonableness and by politicians protecting 
lawlessness. When the two had done their worst 
the country was provoked into the experiment 
which failed. 

The change which takes place today ought to be 
much for the better. Intoxicating beverages have 
not been unknown or unused in recent years in 
the United States, but they have been procured 
and used in the worst way. The quality of the 
beverages has been either bad or inferior, the 
habits of the users have been largely uncivilized. 
The opportunities favored the least excusable 
babits and discouraged uses for which a showing 
of social value could be made.

inal law which protects the criminal at the ex- 
pense of the victim and is so dilatory in its 
processes that it has lost all deterrent value,” 
Mr. Rice believes that people will take into their 
hands increasingly the punishment of criminals 
unless our criminal law is restated and néw pro- 
cedure made effective for the expeditious punish- 
ment of crime. He has argued on several ooca- 
sions recently that there is an iIneradicable de- 
sire of the injured human being and community 
for vengeance, and that the influence of bumani- 
tarlan conceptions of justice which ignore this 
desire and seek to eliminate it from the treat- 
ment of criminals will increasingly result in mob 
violence and private vengeance, 

In regard to crimes involving circumstances of 
special cruelty or factors as to which Americans 
are specially sensitive, at least in the district con-: 
cerned, Mr. Rice, we thifik, is unquestionably’ 
right. A community inflamed by a cruel murder, 
kidnaping, or rape, is likely to take pusishnient 
into private hands because it feels that legal pro 
cedure will be slow and uncertain, and also that 
the punishment fixed by law for the Offense is 
inadequate. 

But there is another disturbing aspect In our 
present situation which is the opposite to that 
described by Mr. Rice, namely, the failure of 
juries to apply the penalties which the law 
directs. We have had séveral] of these cases in 
our present campaign against crime. Men who 
have been found guilty of murder in the first 
degree, in one case attended by torture, have 
been given life terms of imprisonment, although 
the law provides for the death penalty and the 
prosecution had demanded &. Im these cases 
obviously there was no desire for vengeance. Oc- 
casionally these comparatively moderate verdicts 
may be the result of a compromise among the 
jurymen on some uncertainty as to guilt, but in 
other cases there was no room for such uncer 
tainty and the only explanation for the verdict 
is that some or all micmbers of the jury did not 
tell the truth when upon examination they de- 
clared they were not opposed to Mfiicting the 
death penalty. 

The fact that in a community which has 
suffered as much as Chicago has from criminal 


it may not be a footless hope that Americans!

It is probably unnecessary to remind partic- 
fpants in the celebration of the end of Volstead 
that intoxicating MUquor contains its headache. 
The bootlegger saw to it that this information did 
mot completely vanish from the country. It is still 
common. knowledge that the effects of indiscretion 
in the use of potable alcohol are about as unpleas- 
ant as anything which happens inside the human 
frame.

THE KNOXVILLE

The voters of Knoxville authorized a bond issue 
@f $3,225,000 for a city-owned electrical transmis- 
Zion system. The expenditure, if undertaken by the 
eity government, is intended to make available to 
the people of Knoxville the power which the Ten- 
messee Valley authority is to produce at Muscle 
Shoals and elsewhere. The people whe voted for 
the bonds expecteg, of course, that they would 
Bave money thereby. They would have to pay in- 
terest and amortization on the bends, but*they eal- 
culated that their rates for electricity would be 
lowered more than the cost of servicing the loan. 

Their calculation is open to much question, and

point. The avowed purpose of the TVA is to 
revolutionize life in the valley through the com- 
plete electrification of its homes. There its going 
| to be no revolution achieved by a saving ’of 25 or 
= $0 cents a month per family in Knoxville, even

fwill be achieved.

Editorial of the Day 


DEBTORS WHO STILL GO TO PRISON. 
[Des Moines Register.] 

It is a narrow margin that separates imprisonment 
for debt from imprisonment for failure to satisfy ali- 
mony judgments, and the growing practice of ex- 
wives demanding incarceration of defaulting former 
husbands seems to call for more specific definition of 
the distinction. 

Imprisonment for debt was abolished in England 
by the debtors’ act of 1869, after Dickens hag graphi- 
cally depicted the evils whith attended the practice. 
In the United States suth imprisonment was @ne® 
univérsal, but has now become almost as wholly 
abandoned by the separate states. Our own state 
constitution provides that no person shall be impris- 
oned for debt in any civil action “unless in case of 
fraud,” which is the general adaptation in America of 
the exceptions established in the @ebtors’ act. 

The act permitted imprisonment of the debter who 
defaulted payment of penalties or judgments, and 
defaults by trustees were also exempted from the 
protection of the statute. Evidence that the debtor in. 
tends to leave the jurisdiction of the court or state 
also furnishes ground for seizure, 

It is a’‘rule in such cases that the debtor who 
neglects or declines to pny his obligations, though 
financially able to do so, renders himself Hable to 
citation-atia@imprisonment for contempt, but many &n 
alimony defauiter in recent years has found himeelf 
unable to convince the courts of his inability. More- 
over, the principle laid down by the debtors’ act that 
the debtor might not be imprisoned more than oncé 
for the same default, and that once for not more 
than 42 days, seems to have been @ntirely ignored 
in the cases of men who remain for months behind 
the bars, piling ep constantly inereasging. obligations’ 
because of lack of resources to pay evém the original | 
nucleus of the debt. 

An artist has gone to jail in Connecticut on his 
wifés complaint that his alimony payments to her 
are $40,000 in arrears. He was unable to post a 
bond guaranteeing that he would not leave the coun- 
try to escape his debt. Now he intends to establish 
a studio in his cell.

Chicago, Dec. 1.—Your editorial in la:t 
Sunday's TRiBUNw was the finest state- 


ment ef the American system that I have 
yet seen. 

Did it ever occur to you that we as a 
people react toward government about 
the same way that we react toward col- 
lege football? ‘This is not surprising be- 
cause the same elements are to be found 
in each. 

For instance, the success of a college 
football team depends on four factors: 
First, material, which I would rate at 
about 75 per cent; coaching, 16 per cent: 
system, 5 per cent; and officiating, 5 per 
cent. By material we mean the players. 
Coaching includes in part the team mo- 
ralie and college spirit, since the coach 
is partly responsible for these factors. 
By system we mean any one of the half 
dozen good systems of attack and de- 
fense that are used by the best coaches. 
What is meant by officiating is self-evi- 
dent. Perhaps the rating of the impor- 
tance of officiating is too low. Incompe- 
tent or corrupt officials, of course, could 
wreck any team. Since, however, the 
college football officials are uniformly 
honest and quite generally competent, 6 
per cent may be about right. 

Now as regards our happiness and 
prosperity in the game that we as indi- 
vidual citizens are playing, is it not true 
that the same factors are involved? It 
is more difficult, however, to give these 
factors a rating than it is in football. 

By material we mean the American 
people, including their character, in- 
ventive genius, energy, honesty, and 
thrift. Under coaching we are thinking 
solely in terms of the head coach, mean- 
ing the President. System means the 
Ameérican system that we have been fol- 
lowing for more than one hundred years 
ana which you described so well in the 
cditorial in “question.

Some interesting figures as to the 
cost of the season were presented by 
George Woodruff, who would seem to 
be slated as president of the new com- 
pany. The organization will be work. 
ing on what is apparently the small- 
est budget in the history of opera, 
$147,737.50, for five weeks at five per- 
formances a week. This is made pos- 
sible from the fact that the Civic 
Opera house is coJperating to the ex- 
tent of furnishing theater, scenery, 
costumes, and wigs at no cost to the 
new company. The chief expense will 
be musical, and this, including artists, 
orchestra, chorus, and ballet, amounts 
to $79,660. 

The possible tntake is an estimate. 
As was stated at yesterday's meeting, 
no one can guarantee the ticket sale. 
But on a 100 per cent capacity, ad- 
mittedly impossible, the return would 
be $184,668.75, and at ninety per cent, 
$166,200. These figures would leave 
a surplus. The present company, how- 
ever, prefers to work on an estimated 
seventy-five per cent, $138,600, leaving 
a deficit of $0,287.60.

The estimated deficit and other ex- 
penses not foreseen at the moment 
but considered as possibilities will be 
taken care of by @ guarantee fund of 
75,000 now being raised, and figured 

the smallest on record for first class 
opera. It has already been announced 
prices fOr the season would be 
exactly one-half those of the former 
Civic Opera company, fifty cents to 
$8 instead of $1 to $6. Boxes will be 
priced at $125 for the season.

Chinese Salads 


Mainstay Dish

Yesterday I Wanted to say so. .much 
more about dining after the Chinese 
fashion than I had space in which to 
say it that I took a rain check and 
here's the result. 

Even the canniest of us are likely 
to think of oriental food as something 
you eat hot witb rice for the dinner’s 
mainstay. But it does happen that, 
although our eastern friends are per- 
haps not as fond of salads as are we, 
many tempting combinations may be 
conjured up from Chinese fruits and 
vegetables. So, lest some day you 
grow stuck to know what to serve 
with the Chinese piéece de résistance, 
here are a few lightsome salads to 
tempt you.

It was Charles Seaback, an Astoria, 
N, Y., Assyrian, who caused the title- 
holder this embarrassment. The magic 
in the supple fingers of Greenleaf, 
which have brought him the title 12 
times since 1919, finally began to func- 
tion, and he burst through with a typ- 
ileal Greenleaf run of 33. This he fol- 
lowed with a cluster of 7 to win, 125 
to 62, in 27 innings. 

It Was Very Close.

Bill Hewitt came back to Ann Ar- 
bor for football practice in September, 
1929, determined to win a place on 
the varsity. It was his sophomore 
year, and it also was the first year 
for a new Michigan coach, Harry 
Kipke, one of the Wolverines’ great- 
est half backs who had been recalled 
by Fielding Yost to take over the 
coaching job. Yost had found the 
arduous demands of daily practice 
and the strain of competition too try- 
ing, and he desired to retire to the 
stiller waters of the office of director 
of athletics, albeit he would continue 
to keep a parental eye on Kipke. 

It was not the first time Yost had 
yielded the coaching position, for 
George Little, later coach and ath- 
letic director at the University of 
Wisconsin and now athietic director 
at Rutgers, had worked under the 
Old Man, but it marked the first oc- 
casion on which a Michigan player 
took charge of a Michigan football 
team. There were some who went so 
far as to say that Michigan needed a 
younger man, and they pointed to de- 
feats by Indiana, Ohio State and Wis- 
consin in the fall of 1928, not men- 
tioning a 17 to 7 licking that Ohio 
Wesleyan nad handled the Wolverines 
in the opening game. 


Kipke Wins Nine Letters 
with Wolverines. 

Kipke had been graduated from 
Michigan in 1924 after a remarkable 
athletic career, during which he had 
won nine varsity letters in football, 
basketball, and baseball, After one 
year at Missourl as assistant football 
coach and baseball coach, Kipke had 
helped coach Michigan teams for three 
years, 1925, 1926, and 1927. Then he 
went to Michigan State for a year as 
head football coach. Michigan that 
year eked out a 3 to 0 decision over 
State. 

Hewitt had hopes of becoming a 
regular, but he also had to continue 
his struggle to stay in the university. 
Fortunately he landed his old job as 
waiter, and soon he was back in the 
same routine, work, classes, and foot- 
ball practice. 


Hewitt Gets Chance te 
Start Against State. 

Sixty-three reported for practice, in- 
cluding 10 lettermen, eight of whom 
had been regulars in 1928. Hewitt 
wasn't exactly lost in the shuffle, but 
he wasn't in the starting lineup which 
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HARRY KIPKE, 
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defeated Albion college, 39 to 0, in 
the main portion of the double head- 
er which opened the season. Michi- 
gan also defeated Mount Union, 16 to 
6, that afternoon. 


Michigan opened with Capt, Trus- 
kowski and Leo Draveling at ends, 
which effectively blanketed Hewitt. 
Tor. Roach, a 190 pound sophomore 
tackle from Grand Rapids, was the 
only nonletterman. Other regulars 
were Simrall, Dahlen, Wheeler, and 
Gembis in the back field and Poorman, 
Steinke, Poe, and Bovard in the line. 
Even Roy Hudson and Doc Morrison, 
rated as sophomore finds, were on the 
bench, and so was Willie Heston Jr., 
who naturally enough drew a large 
amount of attention from. the feature 
writers because of his illustrious 
father. 


Hewitt, however, showed enough 
ability that afternoon to get the start- 
ing postition at left end in the Michi- 
gan State game the following week.

Mary's football game 
of Noy. 19, that it was in the “ best 
interests’’ of Santa Clara to termi- 
nate athletic relations. 
After that game Coach Maurice 
[Clipper] Smith of Santa Clara ac- 
cused the St. Mary’s players of un- 
sportsmanlike conduct. 
St. Mary's authorities took offense 
at the remarks and demanded an apol- 
ogy. Coach Smith later said he had 
been ‘‘ misquoted.” The explanation 
was not considered satisfactory by 
St. Mary’s officials and at the time 
Louis Lefevre, graduate manager, an- 
nounced the “incident was not 
closed.” 
A poll of members of the St. Mary’s 
board of athletic control then disclosed 
they were in favor of severing rela- 
tions with Santa Clara. Nothing more 
was done on the matter, however. 
St. Mary’s is operated by the Chris- 
tian brothers, while Santa Clara is a 
Jesuit institution.

RFC took a strangle hold on 
security behind the loan, officials 
plained today.

Although the RFC loan to the Cen 
¢ral Republic Trust company went 
into technical “default” Dec. 23, 
1932, this step was taken avisedly at 
the suggestion of the RFC, according 
to information here. 

The origina! loan of $90,000,000 was 
taken out for a six months period 
which ended Dec. 23, 1932. When it 
matured the loan was not renewed 
for a definite period, but was made a 
“demand” loan, callable at any time 
by the RFC. 

The purpose of putting it on a de- 
mand basis, it is understood, was to 
make it possible for the RFC author- 
ities to alter the interest rate on the 
-Joan at any time that it changed the 
rate of interest charged on other 
similar loans. 

Originally the interest rate on this 
loan was 5% per cent. Later it was 
reduced to 4% per cent when the RFC 
ailiopted the lower interest rate on 
other bank loans. On Oct. 1 the in- 
terest rate was further reduced to 4 
per cent in conformity with the gen- 
eral RFC policy. 

The RFC has been following the 
policy of reducing interest rates to 
banks that make satisfactory reduc- 
tions in overhead and salaries. Since 
the Central Republic received the 
$90,000,000 RFC loan in June, 1932, 
operating expenses, including salaries 
are understood to have been cut from 
$2,300,000 to $200,000 per year.

STEEL INSTITUTE’S 
INDEX OF PRODUCTION 
RISES TO 28.3 PER CENT

New York, Dec, 4.—Bearing out the 
optimistic statements of steel leaders 
regarding new business and increased 
activity in the industry in the closing 
weeks of the year, the indicated op- 
erating rate in mills representing 98.1 
per cent of production this week, as 
reported by the American Iron and 
Steel institute, jumped ahead to 28.3 
per cent of capacity from the 26.8 per 
cent reported a week ago. In the 
corresponding period a month ago the 
rate was 25.2 per cent. 

This upturn in operations was not 
a surprise to operators in the steel 
industry, who have been predicting 
improvement for the last few weeks of 
1938 instead of the seasonal slump 
which usually comes at the holiday 
season of the year. 

While it is considered as too early 
to predict the advance for next week, 
steel makers expect much from orders 
originating with the railroads, the au- 
tomotive industry, public works, and 
building activities.

BUY FOR FEED 


Pay 32 Cents, Borrow 
45 Cents from U. 8. 


BY CHARLES MICHAELS. 


The offer of the government to lend 
45 cents a bushel on corn held on 
farms has caused a new development 
that is of particular interest to the 
trade here. 

According to a report from ’an Al- 
gona, Ia., cash grain handler to Bart- 
lett Frazier company, farmers in that 
section have been buying cash corn 
from country elevators at- 82 cents a 
bushel, or about what it would: be 
worth when shipped to terminal mar- 
kets. This grain is being bought for 
feeding purposes and the farmer re- 
tains his own grain to obtain the gov- 
ernment loan of 45 cents. It was esti- 
mated around 2,000 bushels had been 
sold to farmers in the last few days 
in that area. 


Curtails. Marketing. 


The difference of 13 cents a bushel 
between what the corn actually costs 
and the government loan basis is re- 
garded as likely to result in a further 
curtailment of the movement to ter- 
minal markets. It is estimated by 
Iowa grain men that about 90 per cent 
of farmers in that state will accept 
government loans. 

A special report made by Nat C. 
Murray, the Clement, Curtis & Co. 
statistician, indicated around 411,000,- 
000 bushels of oats had left farms 
since the new crop was harvested, 
either through consumption or mar- 
keting. As the total supply, including 
crop and carryover at the beginning 
of the season, was estimated at only 
781,000,000 bushels, and 80,000,000 
bushels will be required for seed, the 
total remaining on farms is estimated 


-at only 290,000,000 bushels. 


Turn to Oats and Barley. 

With farmers disposed to accept 
government loans on their corn con- 
tinued heavy consumption of oats and 
harley is expected. In some quarters 
the belief prevails that if the present 
rate of disappearance continues there 
will be a total exhaustion of supplies 
of oats before spring. H. C. Donovan, 
the Thomson & McKinnon statistician, 
figures theoretically supplies will be 
exhausted by April 1.

ILLINOIS BANKS 
LEAD IN ASKING 
FOR GUARANTY

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—Applica- 
tions for admission into the Federal 
Deposit Insurance corporation by 
banks, not members of the federal re- 
serve system, up to noon today num- 
bered 6,748, according to an announce- 
ment by Chairman Walter J, Cum- 
mings. 

The insurance fund goes into opera- 
tion Jan. 1, insuring deposits up to 
$2,500. Nonmember banks must make 
application and submit to examina- 
tion. Member banks, of which 56,878 
were licensed Nov. 22, automatically 
take membership in the fund. 

Of the 6,748 state banks which had 
applied for membership in the fun: 
5,180, or over 76 per cent, have al- 
ready been completely examined as to 
their qualifications for membership.

CHRISTMAS BUYING 
EXPECTED TO TOTAL 
4 BILLION DOLLARS 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 

New York, Dec. 4.—Nearly half a 
million additional workers will be 
given employment and approximately 
4 billion dollars will be spent during 
December in the annual Christmas 
buying rush, the National Retail Dry 
Goods association estimated today. 

“Maintenance of the _ spirit of 
Christmas giving will play a_ vital 
part in the steady advancement to- 
ward recovery,” a statement issued 
by the association said. “Stores in 
every section of the country are mak- 
ing ageressive preparations for Christ- 
mas shoppers. 

“Ficures show that all retail busi- 
ness in the four weeks before Christ- 
mas, 1933, may be expected to equal 
4 billion dollars,”’ the statement said. 
“Of this 1 Dillion 800 millions will 
likely be obtained in department 
stores, apparel stores, home furnish- 
ing, jewelry, and other stores directly 
affected by Christmas shopping. Ap- 
proximately 9090 million of this 
amount will be the normal increase 
due to the gift giving custom. 

“ More than 460,000 workers will be 
added to the staffs of retail stores to 
take care of this increased business, 
not to mention the thousands required 
to handle the extra freicht, mail and 
express involved. The estimated ex- 
tra labor compensation paid during 
the Christmas season by retail stores 
will be about $39,000,000.” 


U.S. HAS TO PAY 
HIGHER RATE ON

The yield on short term treasury 
bills is moving higher, recent reports 
on United States treasury operations 
indicate.

The French franc touched a low 
level for the day of 5.97 cents, a drop 
of .17% of one cent since Saturday, 
indicating a dollar equal to 65.66 cents. 
The RFC gold price, which was un- 
changed at $34.01 an ounce, however, 
signified a dollar of 60.77 cents. 


The French frane recovered to end 
the day at 6.10 cents, a net loss of 
only .04% of a cent. This rate in- 
dicated that the dollar was worth 
64.22 cents, 

The dollar rose sharply In terms of 
the pound sterling in the late dealings 
in London, closing at $5.03% to the 
pound. In the afternoon dealings in 
New York, however, the pound re- 
covered to $5.15, where its net loss 
from Saturday was only 3% cents. 
Foreign exchange dealers said the 
market remained extremely thin; so 
that rates fluctuated erratically with 
dealings comparatively small. They 
felt that the wide fluctuations, there- 
fore, were less significant than they 
would have been in normal markets. 


Short Covering Indicated,

RESERVE REPORT 
SHOWS SLIGHT 
SHIFT IN CREDIT 


New York Loans Rise; 
Shrink Elsewhere. 


Commercial bank credit showed no 
noteworthy change last week outside 
of New York City, according to fig- 
ures released yesterday on positions 
of’ reserve member banks in ninety 
principal cities. 

The figures revealed an expansion 
of $53,000,000 in outstanding loans and 
investments, but this increase was 
accounted for by the member banks 
in New York .as disclosed by the 
previous statement on those institu- 
tions. New York’s actual increase last 
week was $84,000,000, indicating that 
there was an actual contraction of 
credit in the rest of the country. 


Loans Shrink Here. 


Purely commercial loans, as dis- 
tinguished from collateral loans, were 
up $40,000,000, which again was at- 
tributable to the New Yorkers. Mod: 
erate shrinkage-in both types of loans 
was shown by Chicago banks last 
week. Investments for the country as 
a whole were down $7,000,000 but 
holdings of government bonds were 
$3,000,000 higher. 

An indicated shrinkage of $175, 000,- 
000 in gross deposits was disclosed. 
This in part was accounted for by the 
withdrawals on the part of the gOV 
ernment, which reduced its balances 
substantially in both New York and 
Chicago. 


U. 8. Balance Reduced.
